8tr«ng« Ocular DIscoTery. - 


Benjtmin 0. Uerrfll, of Mil- 


waukee, 'has been pursuing n series of 
experiments, endeavoring to make the 
natural eye dp tho work ol the telescope 
aiid microscope, namely: magnifying the 
lize of tho object to be viewed.' He ar- 
gues that the telescope and microscope 
arc clumsy apparatus compared With his 
plan for accomplishing their work. Ho 
nlludcs to tho well-known faot that near- 
sighted people have protuberance and 
globular-shaped eyeballs, while tho far- 
sighted have eye-balls with flattened 
, surface. Acting npokthis suggestion of 
nature, Prof. Merrillhas conceived tho 
idea that the eye can bo rounded or 
flattened at will, and thus increase the 
focal distance and do the work of the 
telescope. 
Accordingly, ho constructed 


an instrument composed of two small 
metal discs perforated with exceedingly 
fine holes, which ho placed over the eye 
and fastened it with a band around tho 
head. The discs were pressed oo tho 
eyeballs by tightening the band with on 
soinstiblo screw which flattens the eye- 
balls, thus throwing the focus to a 
greater distance. The discs being finely 
perforated, the eyes are enabled to look 
through precisely as they can look 
through a veil. The Professor met with 
astonishing results from his experiments. 
As fast as no turned the screw the tele- 
scopic—we use this,terrain order to givo 
the idea clearly—power of the eyes was 
.increased. With two turns oi the screw 
ho was enabled to read a newspaper 
twenty rods distant I And with'eis turns 
lie could, »t night,, see the moons of Jupi- 
ter and tho rings of Saturn. 
: This marvelous experiment brings to 
mind tho statement of an acquaintance 
made to us years ago, in which, he said 
he could see a sail vessel on tho lake 
when no one else could see it, and that 
the moon appeared to him to bo seven 
feet in diameter, showing that his eye- 
bait* were more flattened than ordinary. 


Prof. Merrill has not made any exper- 


iment as yet to make the eye do the work 
of tho microscope, which can onlv be 
done by reversing tho operation'and 
rounding tho eyeball. This, he thinks, 
can be done. If his discovery can bo 
mode of practical nae it will produce 
wondorfnlresults. But there is the un- 
pleasantness of having perforated discs 
pressing on tho bare surface of tho eye, 
which may prevent the discovery from 
being'of ; practical benefit. Imagine a 
General of an iinny standing on an ele- 
evated position, wita a pair of these per- 
Ipmted discs stopped directly on his 
eyeballs, directing the movements of his 
forcos in the fat distance! U it should 
ba*»n to be slightly dusty ho would 
,not >o very happy for the time being.
